Tux accounts of the Brooklyn Board of 
Education disappeared very mysteriously 
about ten days ago, and, as it was supposed 
the disappearance was for the purpose of 
concealing some wrong-doing, a committee 
of the Board was appointed to make an 
investigation. So far they have ascer- 
tained that fully $20,000 worth of books be- 
longing to the Public Library, Which is 
under control of the Board, have disap- 
peared. It is expected that more crooked- 
ness will be unearthed before the Commit- 
tee gets through its work. 


Sm Wurm Lawson has been so per- 
sistent, consistent, and withal so moderate 
and sensible an advocate of temperance 
that he deserves the success which he 
achieved Tuesday night in the British House 
of Commons, when his resolution declaring 
that effect should be given to the principle of 
local option, approved by the Commons last 
year, by proper legislation, was passed by a 
vote of 196 to 154. In view of the compara- 
tively large majority the Government can 
hardly afford to disregard the instructions 
embodied in the resolution, even though Mr. 
Gladstone is personally opposed thereto. It 
is noticeable that Bright, Goschen, Forster, 
and Dr. Lyon Playfair voted in favor of Sir 
Wiltrid’s resolution. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN stated yesterday in the 

House of Commons that the Government ap- 
proved the principle of the bill introduced by 
Mr. Anderson, Radical member for Glas- 
gow, and which provides for a large reduc- 
tion in fees for procuring patents, and an ex- 
tension of the time which they are allowed 
to run. He approved of the American sys- 

tem of issuing patents, and said that the Gov- 
ernment would be glad to introduce legisla- 
tion which would make the British system 
conform as. nearly as possible to the Ameri- 
ean. Several members of Parliament who 
followed Mr. Chamberlain spoke in the high- 
est terms of praise of the American patent 
system, and its effect in fostering inventions. 

The Britons are beginning to learn that we 
do things better in this country. 


Tux Board of Visitors appointed to attend 
the examination of the graduating and other 
classes of the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
and of which Admiral Rodgers was President, 
have submitted a report to Secretary Huntin 
which they point out that only old and almost 
obsolete smooth-bore muzzle-loading guns 
are provided for the instruction of cadets 
in gunnery,—a state of affairs which the Vis- 
itors pronounce absurd, considering that the 
rest of the world has laid asidesuch methods 
as things of the past. The Visitors recom- 
mend that the students be taught gunnery 
in steam vessels provided with rifled 
guns, and while the vessel is under way; 
also that instruction in seamanship be com- 
bined with instruction in the application of 
steam. They also recommend that the stand- 
ard of admission be raised, and for that pur- 
pose that a sort of preparatory school be es- 
tablished; that the cadets be prohibited the 
use of tobacco; and that the library be en- 
larged, and more attention be paid to the 
teaching of moral and mental philosophy 
and to instruction in the system of govern- 
ment prevailing in this country and 
in our own laws and _ iustitutions. 
The Visiters also recommend that the 
number of graduates be limited to 
a number sufficient to supply the places

THE REPORT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasHtnoeton, D. C., June 15.—Secretary 
Windom has concluded for the present not 
to make publie the report of the Committee 
which has been investigating the manage- 
ment of the Contingent Fund in the Treas- 
ury. He said to-day that the report was pre- 
liminary. The investigation is still proceed- 
ing, and its publication at the present 
time might be an _ injustice. He will 
neither affirm nor deny the accnracy 
ef the published statements relative to 
its contents. It is known to be 
a fact, however, that within the last few 
weeks local contractors have paid back to 
the Tréasury nearly $1,000 in money, which 
they admit had been improperly received. It 
was paid back on the ground of mistakes, or 
double payment. The Evening Star says: 
“The sum of $100 was to-day turned into the 
Treasury by an outsider who had bought horses 
of the Pitney management of the Treasury Con- 
tingent Fund. This restitution was made 
BECAUSE OF THE WARMTH OF THE SCENE, 
A city bookseller yesterday turned into 
the Treasury, or that sum was turned 
in in his name, the amount of about $650 
for overpayment of file-noiders. This is 
the case mentioned some time ro, where 
thatsumof money went out for file-holders 
which never came in. It was alleged that Secre- 
tary Sherman had applied the money to paying 
for his campaign printing. A city dealer has 
returned a lot of carpeting which the Committee 
was looking up. A hardware firm has made 
restitution to the Treasury to the amount of 

. All of this was on account of the Investi- 
gating Committee. The Committee has only 
touched on one branch of the business of the 
Custodian’s ofhce.”’ 

UPTON AND POWER. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WasningTonr, D. C., June 15.—A gentleman 
thoroughly familiar with the contents of the 
report of the committee examining the transac- 
tions of the office of the Custodian of the Treas- 
ury is authority for the statement that there is 
nothing in it which retiects in any manner upon 
the 1. 71 of Assistant-Secretary Upton or 
Chief Clerk Power. Assistant-Secretary Upton, 
asked about the findings of the Committee, said 
be did noi desire to discuss the matter, inas- 
much as it was a personal affair of the Secre- 
tary. He said he is perfectiy willing to 
abide by the result of the Committee's 
report, so far as it may treat upon anything he 
may have done, either during the time he served 
as Chief. Clerk or since he bas occupied the po- 
sition of Assistant Secretary. Chief-Clerk Pow- 
er also maintains that his business transactions 
have certainly been above suspicion, and he bas 
no apprehension as to the findings of the Com- 
mittee, so far ashe is personally concerned. It 
is said various sums of money have been turned 
into the Treasury since the Committee com- 
menced work by different tradesmen who had 
been overpaid. 

SECRETARY WINDOM 

to-day submitted the report of the investigating 
Committee to Assistant-Secretary Upton, Chief 
Clerk Power, and Appointment Clerk Lam phere, 
the officials implicated by the report, that they 
might see the charges and evidence against 
them and prepare their defense. The Commit- 
tee is to go ahead with the investigation. They 
have so tar investigated only one branch of the 
Custodian’s business, thut relating to the pur- 
chase of goods and the sale of articles after 
they have been used. 

They found that the law requiring all articles 
to be purchased upon contract with the lowest 
bidders was 

PERSISTENTLY VIOLATED, 

and that purchases were fegularly made from a 
few favored merchants; also, that valuabie 
articles, such as carpets, furniture, silver pitch- 
ers, etc., were sold for nominal prices to friends 
of the ring. The Committee now propose to go 
into the investigation of everything reiating to 

Custodian’s office. Pitney will be called 
again, but it is not expected that he will testify, 
Under the law of Congress a Committee of In- 
vestigation appointed by the head of a Depart- 
ment has substantially the same powers as those 
conferred on a Congressional Committee, but, 
if Pitney persisted in a refusal to testify, there 
is no way tocompel him. He can be dismissed, 
and that is about the only penalty that can be 
imposed. 


ANNAPOLIS. 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE BOARD. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., June 15.—The Board 
of Visitors appointed to attend the National 
examination of the Naval Academy, Rear- 
Admiral Rodgers President, have submitted 
to the Secretary of the Navy their report. It 
says: In consideration of the great im- 
portance of seamanship, gunnery, and navi- 
gation, the greatest possible weight should 
be given them in determining the final stand- 
ing of members of the several classes. In 
the department of gunnery only the old and 
almost obsolete smooth-bore, muzzle-loading 
guns are provided for the instruction of 
cadets. It seems absurd that the naval cadets 
ot this great country should continue to be 
instructed by methods and means which the 
experience of the rest of the naval world has 
laid aside as things of the past. The Board 
recommend that a suitable steam vessel of 
war be armed with rifles, so that 

GUNNERY 

may be taught the cadets from vessels under 
way, either under steam or sail, or both, and 
that instruction in seamanship, in combina- 
tion with steam, may be practically taught. 
Considering how limited is the time which 
can be given English studies, and how great 
the difficulties which the instructors en- 
counter in the defective early education of 
many of the cadets, it would seem difficult to 
enlarge the comprehension of English studies; 
but it would be a most desirable ition to this 
course to bring in it more of the study of Gov- 
ernment, whose servants they are, and of the

A CIRCULAR.

Wasuineton, D. C., June 15.—The Com- 
missioner of Pensions, with the approval of 
Secretary Kirkwood, has initiated a new 
practice which will greatly facilitate the 
business of his office, and toa great extent 
obviate the delays to which claimants for 
pensions have hitherto been subjected, It 
has been the practice heretofore, upon the 
filing of an application for a pension, for the 
Commissioner to wait until he had been 
furnished by the Adjutant-General and Sur- 
geon-General with the military and hospital 
record of the applicant before calling upon 
him to furnish any evidence required from 
him in his behalf. This has greatly retarded 
the settlement of claims, owing to the fact 
that the oflicers of 

THE WAR DEPARTMENT 

have been unable to furnish the data re- 
quired from them as rapidly as needed. Thus, 


since the passage of the Arrearages act, in 
January, 1879, about 200,000 claims have been 
filed, upon only 83,0000f which have the Adju- 
tant4Genera | and Surgeon-General been able to 
make a report. Commissioner Bentley — 8 
that in all there are dow about 10. 
000 claims walting for reports from 
the War Department, and this number 
is increasing at the rate of about 100 
u day. The Commissioner bas, therefore, pre- 
pared a circular, a copy of which will be sent as 
soon as practicable to each applicant for a 
ension whose case is waiting for the reports 
rom the War Department. 
IN THIS CIRCULAR 

the Commissioner says that “the delays attend- 
ing the practice of waiting for the reports from 
the War Department in each case have in- 
creased to such an extent that the interests of 
both the claimants and the Government are 
liable to be seriously prejudiced thereby, be- 
cause the deaths which occur among 
the claimants anda witnesses, together 
with the lapse of time, greatly 
increase the obscurity of the facts upon which 
the pensions depend. and add to the difficulties 
in ascertaining the truth.“

and silver established by law. Equal protection 
is demanded for labor and capital; all subsidies 
are opposed; telegraph and transportation com- 
panies’ rates should be regulated oy lewisiation; 
all property should bear its proportion of taxa- 
tion, and a graduated income-tax should be pro- 
vided for. The platform also denounces all at- 
tempts to restrict suffragrc; opposes an increase 
in the standing army and militia; condemns the

Failure of the Managers to Agree 
on the Southwestern 
Pool. 


East-Bound Freight Rates Con- 
‘ siderably Demoralized at 
Eighteen Cents. 


A Speculative Attempt to Work a Rail- 
way Boom in Georgia. 


FAILED TO AGREE. 

As was generally anticipated, the meeting 
of the managers and other general officers of 
the Southwestern roads held in this city 
during the last two days resulted iu a com- 
plete fiasco, and both the freight and passen- 
ger meetings adjourned at noon yesterday 
without accomplishing the least result. 
The Southwestern Railway Association 
met at Commissioner Midgley’s office at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning, the same parties 
who attended the meeting the day before be- 
ing in attendance. The report of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole was received, but noth- 
ing could be done, because the managers of 
the Missouri Pacific and the Wabash 
demanded further time to consider the 
proposed changes in the pool, as they 
were of such a radical nature 
that they had to consult their Presidents be- 
fore they could take any decided position. 
When it became apparent that all avenues of 


compromise were blocked, and not wishing 
to have it appear that the Missouri River 
pool has gone all to pieces, the meeti 
passed a resolution that manager of each 
road should consider himself a committee 
to devise a plan for the settiement of the 
Southwestern troubles, and that they should 
meet and submit their plans for reorganiza- 
tion at the Commissioner’s office in this city 
on the first Wednesday in July. As soon as 
the freight meeting was over, the General 
Passenger Agents were called in, and a meet- 
ing for the consideration of the — 
troubles was organized. The deliberations 
were short and sweet. Commissioner Midgley 
stated that the plan for the settlement 
of the troubles worked by the Committee was 
ready. One of the managers thought it was not 
necessary to read the whole report. He simply 
wanted to know what was pro regarding 
the disposiuon of the unlimited tickets now in 
the hands of outsiders. This part of the report 
was read. It was to the effect that the proposed 
passenger pool should assume the outstanding 
tickets at the rutes at which they were sold. 

Except the Wabash no one was in favor of 
such a proposition, and as the Wabash stated 
that it would not change its position regarding 
the matter, it was unpecessary to engage in any 
lengthy discussion. One of the managers intro- 
duced a resolution that the report be received, 
the Committee and the meeting ad- 
journ sine die, which was adopted with a shout, 
and the fun was over. 

The principal rock upon which the freight 
meeting foundered was the subject of rearrang- 
ing the territory and divisions of the pool. The 

abash and Missouri Pacific insisted that none 
of their business except that from Chicago 
proper should go into the Chicago Division. This 
was 3 opposed by the Chicago lines be- 
cause it would give the St. Louis lines an extra 
slice. The Chicago roads thought this would be 
ali right, if an extra division was formed to take 
in the business from the various gateways be- 
tween Chicago and the Mississippi River. But 
the St. Louis people wouldn't have it. The 

‘proposition to take the Hannioal Division out of 
the pool also met with considerabie opposition. 
Then the Missouri Pacific would not put 
in the pool the business from its south- 
western extension, and the Burlington 
maintained that under such circumstances 
it could not put the business from its Missouri 
Biver Division in Nebraska into the pool, Every

It is stated on apparently good authority 
that but few of the roads take any notice of 
Fink’s tariff, and that they make rates to suit 
themselves. Kumors regarding a further cut 
in rates are flying thick and fast. It was 
stated yesterday that an officer of the Erie 
came to this city the day before and made 
contracts as low as 15 and 18 cents on grain. 
Inguiri however, fail to substantiate this 
rumor. It evidently arose from the fact that 
General-Manager Guthrie, of the Erie 
& North Shore Dispatch, was in the 
city, and having formerly n a Board 
of Trade man in this city went on Change in 
company with his Chicago agent to see his old 
friends.

A LARGE FAILURE. 


The Firm of E. PF. Cutler & Co., Bos- 
ton, Dealers in Iron, Give Up-—Lia- 
bilities Estimated at Between $600,- 
, 000 and $700,000, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Boston, Mass., June 15.—The suspension 
is announced of the old ürm of E. P. Cutler 
& Co., iron dealers, owing to the continued 
depression in pig-iron and the downward 
movement therein. The house was estab 
lished in 1843, and the firm is now com- 
posed of C. M. Reed and E. P. Cutler, 
both young men. The young men operated 
quite freely in the iron boom, and at one 
time, if they could have realized upon their 
holdings, would have had a snug fortune 
apiece: but the bottom dropped out when 
one of the furnaces led off with a decline of 
$5 per ton, followed by still another of simi- 
lar amount, and the market has had no life 
since. Although it was known that Cutler & 
Co. have been carrying large quantities of iron, 
it was believed that their operations of late had 
been much more conservative, and that they 
had reduced their stock considerably. Indeed, 
it was reported some months ago that an ofificer 
of a city bank had examined into their condi- 
uon, and found them to have $75,000 in excessvuf 
all liabilities. But they have been currying 
much iron, and that has been guing down steadi- 
ly, although a gleam of hope might occasionally 
be visible. They havg also been work un irup- 
ore mine in Virginia and an iron-fouadry at the 
Highiands. The former has not been remuner- 
ative, but the prospects ahead are considered 
good, and the property amounts to about 1,4 
acres, on which there isa mortgage.

tent of which cannot be determined: An- 
other portion is betting that the deficiency 


will cause a much larger difference in 
value than has yet been marked up. The 
eonsequence is, that there is considerable and 
erratic variation from day to day, which fails 
to indicate any decided and confident move- 
ment one way or the other, and the most es- 
perienced Board of Trade operators confess 
that they are “rattled.” The safest way for 
the outsiders, now more than usual, but as 
always, is to keep as faraway from the me- 
nagerie of the bulls and bears as they can.

Tue State of New Hampshire is all torn 
up concerning the election of United States 
Senator. Under the Constitution of that 
State the election of members of the State 
Legislature takes place in November of the 
odd numbered years, and the Legislature 
meets in June of the following year. The 
Legisiature elected in November, 1880, is 
now in session in June, 1881, The sessions 
are biennial. The term of Mr. Rollins, one 
of the present Senators of the United States 
from New Hampshire, began March 4, 1877, 
and will expire March 3, 1885. The question 
has been whether his successor should be 
elected by the present Legisiature or by the 
next Legislature, which will not meet until 
June, 1883,—several months after the expira- 
tion of Mr. Rollins’ term. 

The question was submitted by the Legis- 
lature to the Supreme Court of that State, 
and the Court held that it would be legal for 
the present Legislature to elect; but a ma- 
jority of the members of the Legislature did 
not agree with the Court, and on Tuesday 
last declined to have an election for Senator. 
The law of Congress governing this case 
seems to be very plain and distinct. The 
fifst section provides: 

The Legislature ef each State which is chosen 
next preceding the expiration of the time for 
which any Senator was elected to represent such 
State in Congress shall, on the second Tuesday 


after the meeting and organization thereof, pro- 
ceed to elect a Senator in Congress. 


The Supreme Court of New Hampshire, 
and a number of members of the Legislature, 
seem to have construed this law as mean- 
ing that the Legislature which shall meet 
next preceding the expiration of the term of 
a Senator shall elect a successor, but the law 
in very precise terms.provides that such elec- 
tion of Senator shall be made by that Legis- 
lature chosen by the people of the State next 
preceding the expiration of the term. 

The claim is made that every State is en- 
titled to two Senators, and that under this 
law the State may be left without a Senatoriai 
representative forseveral months. This hap- 
pened two years ago. The Legislature did 
not meet until June, and the term of one of the 
Senators expired in the March preceding. The 
Governor of New Hampshire met the emer- 
gency at that time by appointing a Senator, 
and the Senate, after a long discussion, re- 
versed all previous rulings on the point, and 
affirmed the right of the Governor to appoint 
a Senator in any case when there had been 
a failure to elect one. So, at the utmost, the 
Governor can fill any vacancy which may 
exist in March, 1883, in the Senatorial repre- 
sentation of the State. The trouble in this 
case is not that the law of Congress disfran- 
chises the State, but that the State by its own 
arrangements for the meeting of its Legisla- 
ture postpones the election of Senators be- 
yond the beginning of the term for which 
the Senators are to be elected. for many 
years New Hampshire had its elections for 
members of Congress in the spring of the 
year instead of in the fall asin other States, 
and the consequence was that when a 
new Congress was convened in extra ses- 
sion in March New Hampshire was 
not represented. The State has corrected 
this difficulty in the matter of Representa- 
tives, and it can remedy that relating to the 


election of Senators by changing the time for 


the meeting of its Legislature to J anuary in- 
stead of June. 


GRAIN VIA THE MISSISSIPPI. 
The St. Louis newspapers have worked

Southern ahd Mexican railroads now in 
process of construction. Railroad-building 
in those sections of the American Continent 
is not so extensive and does not promise to 
last so long as to assure a permanent trade 
of gigantic proportions between Europe and 
the South at a disadvantage of several days 
in time, distance, and service. 

4. New York has, and must continue to 
have, permanent advantages in competing 
for the European trade which it is not worth 
while to particularize. Steamers can, as a 
rule, afford to carry grain from New York 
to Europe almost gratis and as ballast in 
order to avail themselves of the passenger 
and emigrant traflic, to say nothing of gen- 
eral merchandise. The low ocean rates 
which have prevailed at New. York for some 
time past are an evidence of this fact. 
Wherever the bulk of the exchanges are 
made the bulk of the shipments will continue 
to be made. 

5. Chicago has the same advantages over 
St. Louis which New York has over New 
Orleans. If the fond hopes of St. Louis in 
regard to the grain trade were likely to be 
realized, and the Western shippers and pro- 
ducers were able to do better by shipping 
grain by rail via St. Louis, the increased 
prosperity of the West by reason of this sav- 
ing would redound to the glory and profit of 
Chicago, because the proceeds would be 
mainly spent in this city. But the simple 
fact that the people of a vast Western area 
do the great bulk of their trading in Chicago 
will continue to assure to this city the major 
part of the grain and produce shipments by 
rail. The immense consumption of grain for 
domestic purposes in the New York and New 
England States will always compel an enor- 
mous shipment of grain via the lakes and 
Erie Canal and the railroads leading east- 
ward from Chicago. In a little while 1,000 
vessels will carry grain from April to De- 
cember from Chicago to Montreal at a price 
whieh will suecessfully defy any Mississippi 
barge competition. All these plain facts the 
St. Louis press blindly ignore. 

The late census and its incidental statistics 
of commerce and manufacture ought to have 
eured the St. Louis people of the delusion 
that their city is in any sense, or ever can be, 
a successful rival of Chicago. The spirit of 
emulation Is a very excellent quality, and St. 
Louis should strive to maintain its own 
against Toledo, Peoria, Cairo, Kansas City, 
and other cities of that class. It may pos- 
sibly do this if the returns from the grain 
shipments via the Southern route during the 
late spring shall show that the grain arrived 
in Europe in good order. But rivalry with 
Chicago will only have a demoralizing influ- 
ence upon St. Louls, because the results of 
such emulation will be to disappoint and dis- 
hearten the St. Louis people. The news- 
papers of that city ought to take this philo- 
sophie and prudent view of the case,

POSTAL REVENUES AND RATES OF POST- 
AGE. 

Ever since 1869, and for many years before 
that time, the deficiency between the rey- 
enues of the Post-Office Department of the 
United States and its expenditures has ranged 
from two to eight millions of dollars a year. 
The last year in which the revenue equaled 
the expenditures was in 1851, when the rev- 
enue was $6,727,867 and the expenditures 
$6,278,402. In 1865, many of the costly routes 
in the Southern States being discontinued, 
and several thousand Postmasters out of 
service, the revenue was $14,556,159 and the 
expenditures $13,694,728. Since then there 
has been an annual deficit averaging *6,000,- 
000. In 1879 this deficit was $3,400,000, and 
for the year ending June 30, 1880, the rev- 
enue was $35,515,479 and the expenditures 
$36, 542, 804. 

The returns for the year 1881, which year 
ends on the Ist of July, indicate a considera- 
ble increase in revenue. When the appro- 
priations for 1882 were made the estimates 
anticipated a revenue of $38,845,174, It is 
now ascertained, however, that the actual 
revenue of the coming year will largely ex- 
ceed this amount, ‘The increase for the pres- 
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if 1,000 tons of mail matter can be forwarded 
and delivered at an aggregate cost only one- 
fifth greater than the cost of delivering 400 
tons of like matter, the cost per ton may be 
reduced one-third, and for the increased 
service the re venue at the reduced rate will 
be greater than on the limited service at the 
higher rate. 

The railroad companies have been slow to 
apply this prineiple to their business. The 
theory of all monopolies is to have the great- 
est income for the least service. But there 
has been some progress made. Railroads of 
to-day transport merchandise at rates per ton 
per mile which are greatly less than the rates 
for the same service ten years ago, and the 
roads find in the increased business at the 
lower rates an increase of profits. But the 
reduction of rates has not been in proportion 
to that on the cost of the service, nor to the 
increase of the business offered; the theory of 
monopoly is still adhered to, and never aban- 
doned except upon compulsion. When the 
railways are subjected to considerations of 
public interest, and are operated upon the 
principle of rendering the greatest service 
at the least cost consistent with fair profit, 
then we may expect that the cost of trans- 
portation, like that of the postal service, may 
be reduced from time to time, and kept as 


near the minimum as practicable. 


The same principle is as truly applicable 
to a system of revenue from tariff as it is to 
the postal or transportation service, and we 
invite our readers to study for themselves 
how the revenue inay be increased and the 
rates of taxes reduced by keeping the rates 
of imposts as near the minimum as prac- 


ticable.

A PESSIMISTIC VIEW OF THE IRISH 
QUESTION. 

The London Spectator contains a notable 
article on pessimism in English politics, It 
thinks there has hardly been a time in the 
last forty years in which there has been so 
much despondeney in Englarfd as to the fut- 
ure of politics. “This is natural enough,” 
says the Spectator, “ when we consider the 
condition of Ireland, the condition of public 
business in the House of Commons, and 
finally the condition of public feeling, in 80 
far as it tends to multiply the gnats and mos- 
quitoes of politics,—the persqnalities and 
pettinesses of political intrigue,—and to put 
the gravest obstacles in the way of masculine 
principle and popular earnestness.” Apply- 
ing its pessimistic theory to Ireland. it finds 
this anomalous condition ot things: that 
Ireland is in anarchy, not because the Gov- 
ernment is indifferent to the evils under 
which she is suffering, but in reality be- 
cause the Government is sensitive to 
those evils, and eager to remove them. 
It claims that Ireland has a worse 
Parliamentary representation than ever 
before, for the reason that the Government is 
so distrusted and .unpopular that there is an 
actual demand in many varts of Ireland for 
bitter and unscrupulous assailants of the 
Government. Assaults upon the Govern- 
ment are popular because the Irish suspect 
and distrust everything that it does. The 
situation is thus summed up: “A party 
has grown up-in Ireland, fostered by an Irish 
party in America, so bent on obtaining the 
independence of Ireland that it positively 
prefers the abuses which promote the disaf- 
fection of Ireland to the reforms which 
would remove that disaffection. Those who 
wish to remove Irish misery are foiled by 
those who wish to stimulate it to madness, 
such as might secure, or at least open out 
some hope of, Lrish independence.” 

This is a sufficiently gloomy outlook, but 
after all it is not the most gloomy, for, since 
the article referred to in the Spectator 
was written, there are very positive in- 
dications that the Irish hostility, to the 
Land Reform bill has been at least sus- 
pended, and Mr. Parnell himself has ex- 
pressed himself as hot averse to its pas- 
sage. The gloomier outlook is discernible 
in the defeat of the bill, and, as a sequitur to 
this, the defeat of Mr. Gladstone and the 
Liberal Government. There are many signs 


aged in the interest of ‘the public, and henee 
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have been deteated. Those who opposed his 
rerioinination are, therefore, entitled to his 
gratitude. But he is not gtateful. In an 
interview with one of the journalistic per- 
sons who delight to hang about his apart 
ments he is represented as having put forth 
another ground for complaint against THe 
Tripuxe. He says that his name has been 
improperly contiected with that of Hallet 
Kilbourne in the columns of this paper. 
After a long search we have found the para- 
graph referred to. It was part of a brief 
Washington dispatch setting forth that 
the California men who have been 
prosecuting Kilbourne “sought to connect 
Gen. Grant’s name with the operations 
of the real-estate pool.” This was simply 
the statement of a suit at law, not commented 
on pro or con by Tue Trisune. It“ in- 
volved” Gen. Grant no more than the daily 
law reports involves the names of all per- 
sons mentioned in them. We submit that, as 
aspecific instance of ill-treatment, the _Kil- 
bourne case will not do. It is not the real 
cause of offense, and what that is it is un- 
necessary to mention. In the same inter- 
view” in which this complaint is stated 
Gen. Grant makes free use of the name of 
Secretary Blaine, his chief competitor at the 
Chieago Convention, and characterizes him 
in language which Mr. Blaine would think 
itindecent to use of Geb. Grant. We are 
glad to see that the General does not include 
in his causes of complaint the reference in 
yesterday’s TrinuNxe to his appointment of 
Mr. Simmons as Collector of Boston against 
the objections of the Massachusetts Sen- 
ators. In this, at least, he does not claim 
to have been misrepresented. It is a re- 
markable fact that while Gen. Grant impress- 
es upon all other persons the duty of speak- 
ing of him only with respect, he asserts for 
himself the right to be as bitter as he chooses 
when he is speaking of others. He seems to 
imagine that the rules which should govern 
the conversation of American citizens in re- 
lation to public characters ought not to ap- 
ply to him when he is considering with news- 
paper reporters the merits of his political 


opponents, 
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Griscom. 

It must be very irritating to Griscom, the 
faster, the extraordinary interest manifested by 
the doctors in bis heart, arteries, capiliarics, 
and blood corpuscles, to the utter neglect of his 
abdomen.

The business of Mr. Griscom's 
epigiottises during that far-off time when that 
gentieman induiged in juicy beefsteak and 
onions was the protection of the glottis from be- 
ing forced {nto the larayx and ubstructing the 
breath by the passage of food into the stomach. 
How do Griscoms epigtottises like loaling? 
And will they be willmg to resume business 
promptly when Griscorm ‘esumeseating? If un- 
fortunately they shuuiu refuse to recommence 
work at the proposed end of their long rest, the 
watermelons, the quarts ot milk, and the pounds 
of roast-beef Griscom will feel inclined to con- 
sume may pass through Griscum's giottis and 
lodge in his windpipe and have a strong tendency 
to stop his breath.

Tre attempt of certain printers in Cleve- 
land to “ boycott” the two leading newspapers 
of that city is bound to result in à ridiculous 
failure. it the printers had a real grievance 
they would find it difficult to make headway 
against two large business establishments 
whose resources are iotinitiy superior to those 
of the strikers. But the compositors have not 
the shadow of a just cause-for complaint. They 
left their cases voluntarily. When they bad 
done that they had exhausted their rights so far 
as those offices were concerued. They bad no 
right to demand either that they should be 
taken back or that any of the compositors who 
remained at their posts should be discharged. 
But this is precisely what they did do. They in- 
sisted that they sbould be reatored to tneir old 
places ina body and that some of tue persons 
employed to fill the vacancies e by the 
strike should be dismissed. The newspaper 
proprietors, of course, rejected this preposterous 
and impudent demand. They were willing to 
take back as many men as they needed, but 
would not agree to dismiss anybody to make 
room for printers they did not need. 
Thereupon the whole body of strikers, 
amounting to some forty all told. 
issued a flaming proclamation calling 
upon workingmen to “ boycott” the Leader and 
Herald and persons advertising in them, or either 
of them. It is said that the other labor unions 
of Cleveland have embarked in this enterprise, 
and that the “boycotting” is tobe made part 
of a general scheme extending among the work- 
ing classes not only of Cleveland, but of the 
surrounding country. The proprietors of the 
papers have received notice to this effect. But 
the scheme will not work. The workingmen 
who patronize newspapers at all are too intelli- 
gent to join in sucha high-handed proceeding, 
which has not in it one element of justice, and 
from the nature of the case cannot be success- 
ful. There is no parallel between this proceed- 
ing and that of the Irish tenantry. The Cleve- 
land printers were not ejected. They ejected 
themselves. If they could by * boycotting” es- 
tabiish their right to discharge themseives ahd 
be hired over again at betcer wages, there 
would seem to be no reason why they should 
not take possession of the cash-drawers and 
eheck- books of their employers at once. 


A SUFFICIENT depth ot water for naviga- 
gation purposes is maintained at the South Pass, 
not by the jetties, but by asteam sucker. The 
dredge puts down its steam sucker and with 
prodigious force the mud ruskes into the 
vacuum-chamber, which is emptied into the 
boat until a load is obtained. The twenty-four- 
inch drawing-pipe steam-dredge now working 
on Frazer River, British Columbia, raises from 
three to six tons of matter at each lift, and 
makes three lifts in seven minutes. The ma- 
chine must, of course, be provided with a steam- 
boat. The draft-pipe is lowered in the water 
that is to be deepened. A steam-pipe runs from 
the boilers to the vacuum-chamber. We quote 
a scientific deseription: 

This chamber is mounted upon trunnions, 
through one of which steam enters and through 
the other the water-pipe enters. Steum is let 
into the vacuum chamber from the boiler, the 
airis expelied from the vacuum chamber and 
the pipe: a jet of water is then let inw the 
vacuum chamber, wherett is carried quite to 
the top. Near the top is a perforated piate, 
upon which the water is let with considerable 
torce, thereby covering the whole surface of 
the diameter of tbe vacuum chamber instantly, 
and making a vacuum which hus a powerful 
action. Into this vacuum rushes, with a force 
that would hardly be credited, except by per- 
sons whe had seen it in operation, anything 
which may be lying about the mouth of the pipe 
at the bottom of the river. Stones have been 
lifted twenty-two inches in diameter by thirty 
inches in length.

There are a great many significant features 
about the grain and produce trade between 
Europe and America which the St. Louis 
people, deceived by their newspapers, are 
apt to ignore. Some of these may be men- 
tioned for the purpose of allaying the fever- 
ish excitement which seems to prevail in that 
city. 

1. The purpose of encouraging transporta- 
tion of grain on the Mississippi by barges is 
to hold the railroads in check which connect 
Chicago and New York during that portion of 
the year when lake navigation is shut off by 
winter and when itis possible to ship grain 
to Europe by way of New Orleans without 
taking too great a risk of heating and spoiling. 
At other times of the year the Mississippi 
route cannot cut any particular figure in the 
foreign trade. Just now, for instance, at 
the opening of navigation on the lakes, the 
railroads have put their rates down to 20 
cents per hundred pounds from Chicago to 
New York, or about 12 centsa bushel, and 
grain will be carried by water at about 10 
cents a bushel. At these rates St. Louis will 
find the area for the collection of grain for 
the New Orleans route somewhat cireum- 
scribed. * 

2. The St. Louis press seem to assume that 
all the grain which may be transported down 
the river will first be collected and ware- 
housed for reshipment at St. Louis; but in 
this they are mistaken. All the barges that 
may be loaded along the Missouri River up 
to Yankton will float under the arches of the 
big bridge past St. Louis, stopping to pay no 
tribute there. The same will be true of the 
grain barged at points along the Mississippl 
from Alton to St. Paul, and including the 
grain taken out of the Illinois River up to 
Peoria and La Salle. 

3. St. Louis also fails to take into account 
the exceptional circumstances whieh have 
contributed to the inerease of Jay Gould’s 
barge transportation during the past winter.

The growth of the postal service of the 
country furnishes a fair picture of the gen- 
eral growth of the population and business 
of the people. Thus in 1800 the whole num- 
ber of post-offices in the country was 903; 
extent of post-routes, 20,817 miles; revenue, 
$280,804; expenditure, $213,904. 

In 1830, when we were just beginning the 
railroad system, and the population was 12,- 
820,868, the number of post-ollices was 8,450; 
the miles of mail-routes, 115,176; the revenue, 
$1,850,583: and the expense, $1,952,708, 

In 1860 the population was 31,153,744; the 
miles of mail-routes, 240,594; numberof post- 
offices, 28,498; revenue, $8,518,067; expendi- 
ture, $19,170,610, 

In 1880 the population had increased to 50, 
000,000; the number of post-offices to 42,989; 
the miles of mail-routes, 345,858; the revenue 
of the Department, $33,315,479; the expendi- 
tures, «$36,542,804; salaries of Postmasters, 

7,701,418; number of persons employed in 
the postal service, 47,500, 

The postal service is of course one of the 
most essential branches of the Government, 
and the country has reason to be grateful 
that President Garfield has placed at the 
head of the Post-Office Department a prac- 
tical business-man who is thoroughly famil- 
iar with postal affairs and competent to de- 
cide all questions in a manner to promote 
the public convenience, and at the same 
time aid in making the service self-sustain- 
ing. It is possible that under his manage- 
ment and direction within a few years the 
rates of letter postage may be still further 
reduced, say to two cents per halt-ounce 
letter. The battle of cheap postage was 
fought thirty-five years ago, when the rates 
were reduced from 6K. 1244, 1884, and so on 
advancing 644 cents per sheet of the let- 
ter, down to 5 cents per each half-ounce 
letter within a distance of 3,000 miles. This 
made the postage on letters to the Pa 
cifie coast, 10 cents per half ounce, 
The predictions that this reduction would 
bankrupt the service happily proved false. 
The revenue, except fora year or two, was 
as great as under the old rates. In time the 
3,000-mile restriction was abolished; still 
later the rate per half-ounee was reduced to 
three cents; then followed the two and one 
cent stamps; then the postal-cards, of which 
no less than 276,446,716 were mailed in 1880,

The Ameriean people 
have had this experience in postal matters, 
and yet the same principle is even more 
strikingly illustrated in the case of railroad 
transportation. The postal service is man- 


bles, pretenses, and technicalities enough in 
the substance of the bill and in its sur- 
roundings to defeat it.

condition. This, however, will not be the 
only direction of attack. It has been the 
policy of the Liberal Government to reverse 
the policy of its predecessor. In doing this 
it has abandoned the scientific frontier in 
Afghanistan which was established after 
great loss of life and immense expenditure 
of money, amd thereby left the world to infer 
that the occupation of that country was tan- 
tamount toa blunder, This will be hurled 
at the Liberal party. The concession made 
to the Boers, after humiliating defeats, and 
at the very tine when reinforcements were 
on the march to the Transvaal in sufficient 
force to have retrieved these defeats and 
ended e war with victory to the English 
arms, has been a galling humiliation to a 
large proportion of the English people, and 
will be used as a powerful weapon against 
the Liberals, and with all the more force 
since the present condition of affairs in the 
Transvaal is anything but encouraging. The 
Irish policy and the foreign policy will fur- 
nish plenty of arguments, and to them will 
be added arguments of a politico-econom- 
ical character. The new French tariff, 
which threatens practically to bar Englisn 
goods out of France, has aroused a wicde- 
spread feeling for retaliation in kind 
among the manufacturers and artisans, 
and one election held upon this issue 
has already sent a shiver through the Liberal 
ranks. The agitation for protection by re- 
taliation, and to tax back as heavily as En- 
glish goods are taxed, is rapidly spreading 
and becoming a lending political issue. 


| Added to this, the most conservative of the 
English papers are beginning to foresee a 


financial crash, from wild speculations in 
rotten stocks, gambling enterprises, and 
fictitious operations, such as afe only too 
familiar in our own country. Any sudden 
political crisis might precipitate such a 
crash, and the Tories would profit by it. 
Unless Mr. Ciadstone can hold on until the

130 LIVES LOST 
OFF THE NEW ZEALAND COAST. 


San FrRANctsco, Cal., June 15.—The par- 


ticulars of the wreck of the steamer Tararua 


are given by the Australian Herald of May 
2. The Tararua was a steamer belonging to 
the Union Company of New Zealand, and 


was employed on the coast of New Zealant, 
and running to Melbourne and Sydney. On 
the voyage on which she was wrecked the 
Tararua had passed down the east coast of 
New Zealand, cailing at different ports. She 
was between Port Chalmers, Port of Dune- 
din, and Bluffs,—the last place of call befere 
going to Melbourne. 
WHEN THE VESSEL FIRST STRUCK 

the sea was comparatively calm, and it was 
thought no lives would be lost; but a heavy 
surf breaks on that part of the coast. There 
are no life-boats or life-saving apparatus. 
One boat which went from the vessel was 
driven upon the beach and broken, while the 
other could render no assistance, and was 
picked up atsea. A heavy swell set in, the 
steamer settled down on the rocks, and was 
washed over by the waves. The crew and 
passengers huddled at last on the forecastle 
and the in rigging, and, as they became ex- 
hausted, were 5 

GRADUALLY WASHED OFF INTO TIE SEA. 
The vessel struck at 5 o’clock Friday morn- 
ing. By 2o0’clock p. m. ali the women and 
children had been washed off the forecastle. 
A few of the strongest of the men held on to 
the rigging till night. At2o’clock Saturday 
morning a cry was heard by those on shore 
as the mast fell into the sea, and when morn- 
ing dawned there was scarcely a vestige of 
the wreck. Between sixty and seventy bodies 
have come on shore, most of which have 
been identified. The majority have been 
buried on & piece of ground on the coast. 
About 130 lives were lost.

REORDINATION OF PRIESTS.

Kinesron, June 15.—In the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, the discussion on the 
question of the ordination of Roman Catholic 
priests admitted to the Presbyterian Church 
was unusually animated. A number of min- 
isters argued in favor of reordination, while 
a large number warmly opposed it. The 
Rev. Mr. Laing, who had submitted the original 
resolution in fayor of the reordination of Rom- 
ish priests, replied to the arguments advanced 
against his position. There had been in this dis- 
cussion, he said, a manifest desire to avoid the 
issue. In this connection he referred particu- 
larly to Principal Grant, who, he Said 
had tried by insincere compliments to overbe 
himself (Mr. Laing), while refraining fro 
touching his arguments. Against Principal 
Caven's motion be urged that it left matters as 
they were; that sofar the practice had been to 
admit without reordination, and i motion 
would simply confirm this practice. e denied 
that this was a merely theoretical question. It 
dealt with the reception of the priests who were 
knocking at the door of the Church, and was 
thus a thoroughly practical matter. If there 
were good reasons why a priest should be ad- 
mitted without ordination, the reguiation be 
wished to establish could be dispensed with in 
that case. A vote was taken, and Principal 
Cu veu's amendment was declared carried,—yeas 
106, nays 67. Mr. Laing recorded his dissent. 
The terms of the amcécodwent are as follows: 

The General Assembly do not ftiad , neces- 
Bary to come to any deliverance on the ogeneral 
question of the reordination of ex-priests of the 
Church of Rome who shall make applicadon to 
be admitted to the miniswry of this Church, but 
expressts its readiness at all times to give di- 
rections to Presbyteries in cases of practical 
diflicuity in whicu the question now raised may 
be involved, and, following its course in the 
past, reserves to itself the rignt of dealing with 
each case of reception into the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church on its merits as the same 
may emerge.“

GRISCOM. 

At noon yesterday Mr. Griscom entered the 
nineteenth day of his fast, and is now about half 
through the third weck. The faster looks 
paler and more anxious than a week 
ago. but he is far from having the ap- 
—— of a much-emaciated individual. 

‘he boarding- house keepers doubtless begin to 
wish they had a score of such cheap bvarders. 
Mr. Griscom went to the theatre last evening, 
and received a goodly number of visitors during 
the day. He appeared to be as cheerful and 
coufident as ever, and considers that everything 
is working in favor of his theory. Yesterday at 
11:45 his weight was 172% pounds, show- 
ing a gain of a quarter of a pound 
in the lust twenty-four hours, which was 
the prominent feature of the day’s obser- 
vations. This appurent ywain was explained 
by the fact that he passed an accumulanon of 
214, ounces of water just after weighing. His 
total loss in weight since the fast commenced is 
244% pounds. He drank in the twenty-four hours 
ending at 11:50 o'clock thirty-two ounces of wa- 
ter. At 7 a.m. the pulse was 62. respiration 14, 
and temperature 98 3-5, and at 10:30 a. m. sixteen 
ounces of water was taken. The microscope ro- 
vealed no material cha in the condition of 
the blood, the red corpuscies continuing to be a 
little under size. The observation late last even- 
ing gave temperature . I. pulse 64, respiration 19. 
The physicians consider Mr. Griscom as much of 
an enigma as ever, aud are advancing all sorts 
of theories to account for bis lung abstinence 
from food. Some of them are quite confident 
that he will be able to fast the allotted forty- 
tive days, and perhaps longer, while others pre- 
dict that he will break down suddenly. The lat- 
ter say be is now feeding on his own fluid and 
adipose tissues, and they think that when he 
has exhausted these and takes up the muscular 
fibres he will give up.

THE LAST PLUNGE. 
SULCIDE AT WILMETTE. 

An unknown man plunged into the lake from 
the pier at Wilmette Tucsday night, and another 
was added to the fast-accumulating list of sui- 
cides. Somewhere between 9 and 10 o'clock a 
Mr. Westfield and bis son Frank were strolling 
along toward the lake, when their attention was 
attracted, by the barking of their dog, to the 
figure of a man running very fast along the 
edge of the bluff. Something unusual in the 
man’s movements prompted them to start after 
him, but, before they could catch up, the figure 
suddenly disappeared over the brow of the 
cliff, which at that point is very precipitous, and 
about seventy feet from the top to the 
beach. On reaching the poiut where the 
man disappeared, they perceived that he had 
rolled down, apparently head over heels, and 
was in the act of picking bimself up at the base 
of the biuff. By the dim light of the moon they 
could see the figure runumg in the direction of 
the wooden pier, or breakwater, which runs out 
at that point toa considerable distance from the 
shore. Keaching the end of the pier, the man 
paused an instant and then jumped into the 
lake. There was a sudden splash and then 
all was over. 

The gentieman and his son hastened to the 
beach, got out their boat and paddied out to the 
end of the pier. After groping around for some 
time they fished up the body, from which life 
was extinct. The suicide was a person 
of medium hight, and, from his gen- 
eral contour and complexion was 
judged to be a Scandinavian. The 
clothing was that of a work man, and there 
was noth discovered about him to afford any 
clew to his identity. He was evidently a stranger 
in the vicinity, as no one about the place could 
recognize in the features any one they had ever 
seen there. The head was badly mutilated, from 
which it was inferred that the unfortunate had 
plunged hbeadiong down from the top of the 
biuff, miraculously missing breaking his neck. 

The Coroner held an inquest on the unknown 
yesterday. Closer inspection showed that he 
was about 5 feet 9 inches tail, had light sandy 
hair, clean shaven face, light blue eyes, and 
very heavy and prominent features. He was 
clad in a dark suit of clothes—coat, vest, and 
pantaioons alike—and an old pair of dark 
striped pantaloonsin lieu of drawers, a white 
merino undershirt, a blue and white checkered 
— page shirt, a heavy blue-flanvel undershirt, 
anda checkered-fi | overshirt, y woolen 
socks, darned with white yarn, and figured sus- 
penders. The right ear looked as if it had been 
frozen last winter, and the nuse had been broken 
some time ago. o combs, a koife, $4 in paper 
money and $1.50 in silver were found in his 
pockets; also a memorandum book, which con- 
tained a receipt for a registered letter, reading 
about as follows: No. 41, April 25, 1877. Post- 
Office, Leipsic, O. Received of O. C. Vandyke, a 
letter addressed to Louis Kirsh, Detroit, Mich. 
J. Werner, Postmaster.” A pair of leather 
sli rs which he wore were found about one- 
half mile from the lake, and his coat about a 
mile away. While the inquest disclosed all this, 
and brought out a repeti of the story of the 
suicide, it utterly failed to settle the victim's 
identity, leaving it as much of a mystery as ever.

Encouraging Condition of Her Finances 
—The Tax-Levy—Bullding—Hopes for 


the Future.

CINCINNATI, June 15.—The Finance Com- 
mittee of the City Council have agreed upon 
a tax-levy for the commg year which will 
reduce the rate of taxation about seven and 
a half mills. The rate for the current year 
is 83.10 per $100 valuation. Under the new 
levy it will be only $2.25 per $100 valuation. The 
reduction of nearly one-fourth has been made 
possible by the accumulation of a considera- 
ble surplus in the hands of the Sink- 
ing-Fund Trustees and from the city’s 
share of the earnings of the Southern 
Railroad.

The interest on the Southern Railroad debt, 


which constitutes nearty the entire debt of the 
city, is something over $1,200,000 per annum. 
The road will therefore, pay two-thirds of the 
interest on the cost of its construction the com- 
ing year, and the surpius in the hands of the 
Sinking-Fund Trustees will be sufficient eet 
the other third. By another year it is estimated 
that the net earnings ot the road will more 
than meet the interest on the debt, and 
Cincinnati will benceforth be free from further 
burdens from taxation than are necessary to 
maintain economical city government. Official 
announcement of this encouraging status of 
affairs is made to-day. It had been for some 
time anticipated, however, and the effect is 
already clearly apparent. 1 estate in all 
parts of the city is advancing. lu epite of the 
advance in the cost of material and labor, a 
large amount of building is being arranged for. 
Capital which when invested in securities 
less than 4 per cent is being oY into buildings 
and lots. All this will, of course, i 
the valuation of the tax-duplicate, and in turn 
contribute to a still further reduction in the 
rate of taxation.

FINANCIAL. 

From the opening stocks were feverish and 
irregular. The tendency was downward, but 
there were noserious declines. Money was very 
easy, but cheap loans cut no figure in the cal- 
culations of operators, who had their eyes fixed 
on the troubles in the trunk line pool and that 
in the Southwest. At the close the market was 
flat. Reports of heavy failures in London in 
the fortnightty settlements on the London 
Stock Exchange had only a passing intiuence 
on our markets. 

It was announced at an early hour that Com- 
missioner Fink had removed all restrictions as 
to rutes, and that the agentsof the different 
freight lines were making contracts at such 
terms as they could get. This was explained 
not to be « war between the lines, but simply a 
permission to ali the lines to make such rates as 
the competition of the lakes rendered neces- 
sury. But in the Southwestern pool the situa- 
ation is virtually a railroad war. The meeting 
held to devise anew arrangement for rates ad- 
Jourued without having succeeded in doing so, 
and the different members of the Associa- 
tion are left free to make what contracts they 
can. Later in the summer the representatives 
of the roads will meet again and fix up a ne 
pooling arrangement on the basis of the busi- 
ness they have succeeded in getting. One ob- 
ject of throwing open the east-bound pool js 
believed to be to enable the different roads to 
secure contracts from all the large shippers at 
such rates as are attractive to them in compar- 
ison with lake rates, When these are gotten, 
and the summer rail business provided 
for, the pool will de rallied again and 
rates restored. In this way transient business, 
new business, and that furnished by small ship- 
pers who have not made large contracts at the 
open rate will have to pay the higher figure.

against 21.000 last vear. A few weeks ago it 
seemed to the company in question that in or- 
dering the manufacture of so large a number a 
mistake hed been made, but crop prospects have 
so improved that it is now seer that this year, as 
last, a large nufiber of orders will be carried 
overunfilied. A. fact like this tells more about 
the condition of the crops than any number of 
scattered tolegrams about chinch- bugs 
and Hessian flies. A great many 
newspapers have been repeating an cstimate of 
a shortgge of 2% per cent in the spring wheat 
crop. The company above reterred to have 
positive information that the new land planted 
in Western lowa, Western Minnesota, and West- 
ern Dakota will more than make up the decrease 
in acreage in the eastern parts of those States 
and in Wisconsin. The yield promises to be ex- 
cellept, and there will, according to the present 
outlook, be nine-eighths of a spring wheat crop 
compared with that of last year. In the winter 
wheat belt the worst territory is in Southern Lili- 
nois and Michigan. But thesurplus of California's 
last crop left on land because it could not 
be got to market will make up the deticiency 
in Illinois.

New Yor, June 15.—The share speculation 
to-day gave evidences of decided weakness, and 
a material decline in prices was recorded on the 
day’s transactions. The action of Commissioner 
Fink in reducing the freight rates on the trunk 
lines had a very depressing influence on the 
market, inasmuch as it disclosed the fact 
that the managers of these goads bad not been 
working barmoniously. The Commissioner 
states that the established tariff on grain had 
not been maintained by ali the companies, and 
Says that if the new rates are not strictly me Un- 
tained a further reduction will be aufhorized to 
that of the lowest special rate that may bemade. 
The crop-reports are by no means encouraging, 
and the statisttes furnished to the Department 
of Agriculture show that the acreage of 
spring wheat is only n per cent of that 
sown in Ist, while the winter-wheat crop 
will average only 76 per cent for the whole 
country. The cotton crop is also backward. the 
area planted being much less than last year. 
The market.-at the opening of business 
to-day was very irreguiar, and in the 
early dealings a tree pressure to 
sell was developed, which resulted in 
a sharp decline in the general! list. There were, 
however, a few exceptions to the almost uni- 
versal depression, th most notable being Mem- 
phis & Charleston, Boston Air-Line preferred, 
und Oregon Navigation, which rose 3%, 2%; 
and 2%, respectively. Toward noon a 
slight recovery took place in the 
general list, but the speculation speedily re- 
suined its downward tendency, and under heavy 
| offerings of the lead shares prices declined 
steadily throughout the afternoon, and at the 
close the quotations were z to 34 lower than 
the final sales of yesterday, the latter in 
Lake Erie & Western. The Granger 
shares were conspicuously weak, more especiuaily 
St. Pagl, which was at times heavily pressed for 
sale. The coal stocks, the trunk line properties, 
the Pacilic Railway shares, and Kansas & Texas 
were also prominent inthe downward move- 
ment.
